“After visiting San Diego, I 
awaited favorable weather condi- 
tions in the United States to make 
the flight to New York. It was 
during that time that the immortal 
Frenchmen, Nungesser and Coli, 
left France, and as I have said 
before, on a much greater flight 
from France to America, because 
they were knowingly going into 
greater difficulties..on account of 
wind and weather thal. from Amer- 
ica to France. 

‘Unfortunately, they probably 
met on the western coast with as 
bad weather conditions as ever 
existed. 

“During four days, I was tied 
up in San Diego awaiting clearer 
weather to go to New York. Fin- 
ally we left San Diego one evening, 
flying over the mountains during 
the night, and arrived in 8t. Louis. 

Then from St. Louis we went to 

New York. 

“In New York we were again 
delayed by weather conditions and 
it was necessary to check the mo- 
tor and plane, but nothing beyond 
inspection was done to either the 
motor or the plane. 

“The machine had already done 
6200 miles—over 61 hours. I think 
this demonstrates the reliability of 
the commercial motor of today and 
demonstrates also the reliability of 
planes of modern construction. 

“We finally decided to leave New 

York upon receiving fairly good 
weather reports and after working 
on the plane and making ready 
for the flight, we left New York 
at 7:52 in the morning (Friday) 

May 20. (Lindbergh habitually re- 
fers to himself and his plane as 
WE.) 

“Weather conditions were satis- 

f. tory over Newfoundland but 
after leaving the coast it was nec- 
essary to fly over 10,000 feet be- 
cause of sleet. 

“Then at nigat we flew ove. 8000 
to 1¢,000 feet but in the day time 
we »lo-ved through the fog. We 
finally followed up a course defi- 
nitely about three miles north of 
the point on the western coast of 
Ireland and which we had hoped 
to reach. 

“I want to say that the fact that 
we came within three 1..{les of that 
point was an accident. Had it 
been 25 miles it might have been 
navigation. 

“During the entire trip I saw no 

ship at any time. The first trace 
of a human being was a «mal! 
fishing boat, probably 50, miles 
from Ireland. Several hours after 
leaving Newfoundland I saw the 
lights of one boat. There were 
large ice fields. 

“My time is very short now and 

I believe J will be unable to te}! 
you more of my flight at present.

URGED FOR GOOD TEETH 


Di rector of Bureau of Moufff 


Hygiene Addresses Missouri 
Dental Session. 


Good teeth depend os She dent- 


ist and not the toothbrush, several 
‘hundred members of the Missouri 


State Dental Association were told 
their 


sixty-sixth annual convention. 

The speaker, Dr. William R. 
Davis, described with lantern 
slides, the program he is in charge 
of as the director of the Bureau 
of Mouth Hrgiene and Preventive 
Dentistry of ‘the Michigan Board 
of Health. Many dentists at the 
convention advocate such a pro- 
gram in Missouri. 

“I am convinced that today there 
are just two means of much value 
in preventing dental infection,” 
declared Dr. Davis. “One is diet 
and the other ts early care by the 
dentist. 

“The last word has not yet been 
written on diet, but we know it is 
important and perhaps, so far as 
good teeth are concerned, is most 
important for the mother before 
the child is born, and in the first 
few .months and year of life. We 
believe correct diet has great val- 
ue at any time in retarding and 
decay. 

“But the unfortunate face today 
is that the majority of molar teeth 


come in with pit and fissure de- 


fects. If these are not remedied at 
onee, by a dentist, decay and infec- 
tion are imminent. 

“The fact is 20 to 70 per cent of 
school children have mouth infec- 


| tion, and that 70 to $0 per cent el- 


ther have infection or are on the 
road to infection. This is not only 
a menace to health, but greatly re- 


‘tards school work.” 


Scientific medicine, {n bringing 
acceptance that 
ifection May cause serious 
heart, kidney, joints 
and other portions of the body,” he 
remarked, had “in a few years 
brought dentistry from an esthetic 


af o . 
mouth ir 


‘art to a science which has to deal 


with matters of life and death.” 
“We cannot emphasize too 

strongly,” he continued, “that the 

removal and prevention of mouth 


|infection is the most important 
| essential. 


It would seem this Is 
self-evident. But it is surprising 
how many dentists, asked the aim 
of a dental health program, answer 
at once, “Education.” 

“Education is only a means to an 
end. Education can convince. of 
the necessity. It cannot remove or 
Unfortunately for us at 
the present time, the dentist has 
to do practically all of the re- 
moving and most of the prevent- 
ing. You can’t pass the buck to 
the tooth brush, hygienist or 
spinach.’ 

“The greatest of the present 
day fads has been the over em- 
phasis of the tooth brush and that 
old slogan, ‘a clean tooth never 
decays.’ The public has been led 


' to believe that children’s teeth 


decay because they were’nt brushed 
enough, and that a few visits 


_to the dentist will make them as 
' good as new. 
both these impressions are false, 
and are apt to do harm rather 


As a matter of fact, 


than good. 

“Examination of school children 
shows the tooth brush is a small 
factor in preventing decay. and we 
know that the dentist cannot make 
badly decayed and abscessed teeth 
as good as new. 

“Do not get the impression that 
I am condemning the tooth brush. 
I believe its use is a valuable 
habit and should be encouraged. 
It helps to promote health just as 
other habits of cleanliness, but as 
a preventive of decay it cannot 
compare with diet and early dental

HE national income of the 
United States was $78.649,- 
000,000 in the year 1926, as 
against $77,313,000.000 in the 
preceding year and $70,768,000.- 
000 in 1924, according to a 
study of national income and 
wealth made by the National 

Industrial Conference Board. 
Measuring the national in- 
come in terms of dollars of 
constant purchasing power, that 
is in “193 dollurs,” so as to 
eliminate the violent price fluc- 
tuations during the war period, 
the Conference Board finds 
that the “real” national income 
increased 54.8 per cent, or by 
more than half, from 1909 to 
1926, inclusive. Dividing the 
entire time into three periods 
it was found that from 1909 
1914, it increased 9.7 per 
1914 to 1920 only 
26.6 per cent

They ought to be content with it.

It is sex self-respect 
which always has put us on the side 
of the women who are opposed to 
protective industrial legislation, 
based simply on sex grounds. We 
do agree, emphatically, that work- 
ing mothers should not be over- 
worked in shops and factories—but 
why not recognize their real job 
with mothers’ pensions? Why not 
legislate for mothers as & special 
class, rather than for women as 2 
special class? And why not reduce 
working hours for unorganized 
workers of either sex? 

There still remains an honest dif- 
ference of opinion as to the neces- 
sity for special industrial treatment 
for women under the law, but there 
can be only the sentimental de- 
fense for other legal favors for 
women. And only the selfish or 
silly woman plays on such senti- 
mentality. Exactly how this type 
of woman and her self-respecting, 
sensible sister feel toward the law 
of the land is well differentiated 
by "Henry Wymans Jessup in his 
new and exceedingly helpful book, 
“Law for Wives and Daughters.”

9000 souls, was actually a speedy 
town! There was a great deal of 
dancing and the girls, as well as 
the boys, often drank too much, 
as they sometimes do today.

And they did it, 
too, as the records prove. Every 
town had its whipping posts and 
stocks, and. more than one preacher 
declared many women of the time 
were both immodest and immoral. 
All the good people deplored the 
drunkenness in Boston and other

towns. The records abound in in- 
stances of girls of the day being 
convicted of theft, immodesty, 
drunkenness, breaking the Sabbath, 
c., &c.

law had it.” 

-Necking by Another Name. 
For the first time Mr. Hughes 
smiled.

young. This was so prevalent, in 
the view of the preachers, that it 
caused a war. Which makes it 
look as if people were much the 
Same then as now, doesn’t it? 
“Yet if we have prohibition to- 
day, the New Englanders had a 
much wider repression. Every 
amusement had to be bootlegged. 
Even George Washington, when he 
was President, was arrested for 


riding his horse on Sunday. Yet 
all this didn’t change human na- 
ture any more than any such 
policy can change it today. You 
put up bars against necking, lov- 
ing, drinking, in short, living, but 
living goes right on just the same. 
It always has gone on and it al- 
ways will. If there was anything 
in the repression policy the re- 
formers would have purged us by 
now. ' 

James Truslow Adams of Yale, 
in his histories of New England 
proves from statistics that the 
modern. girl is more moral than 
the Puritan. She is far more in- 
tellectual, It used to be said be- 
fore suffrage came into being in 
this country that no woman had 
ever written a lullaby, or invented 
a utensil or appliance for the kitch- 
en. But all that has changed now. 
Both here and in England women 
have taken to inventing things — 
and have patented thousands of 
devices. Indeed, the whole life of 
the modern girl is broader, more 
diversified in interest and activity 
than was that of any of her fore- 
runners. 


“The modern girl has advanced 
with America. The flapper is 
honest above everything; frankly 
she is going to have her fling, and 
she doesn’t care who knows it. 
It isn’t tha. she wants to be 
wicked, any more than that the 
men want to be wicked; it’s that 
she, along with the rest of us, 
wants to be free. In old Turkey 
before the present regime, a harem 
woman would have been tempted 
to commit-suicide if her veil 
dropped from her face in the view 
of men on the street, In many 
ways some of our old customs— 
or the customs frequently held 


quite as ridiculous and enslaving. 
It’s this sort of thing from which 
(the flapper has broken away.”
